UPPER  FLORIDA 

Receipts  of  producer  milk  at  pool  plants 
regulated  under  Order  No.  6  during  October 
1980  totaled  61.6  million  pounds.   Deliveries 
were  up  3.9  million  pounds  from  the  previous 
month  and  2.6  million  pounds  above  the  same 
month  of  the  previous  year. 


During  October,  57.4  million  pounds  of 
producer  milk  was  classified  as  Class  I  —  u 
2.5  million  pounds  from  the  previous  month 
and  up  1.9  million  pounds  from  October  1979. 
The  percentage  of  producer  milk  in  Class  I 
was  93.22%  in  October  compared  to  95.16%  the 
month  and  94.11%  a  year  ago. 


The  uniform  price  to  producers  for 
October  was  $14.57  per  cwt.  —  up  9  cents 
from  September  1980  and  76  cents  above  Octo- 
ber 1979.

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Public  Comments  Asked  On 
Reconstituted  Milk  Issue 


Consumers,  dairy  farmers  and  milk  handlers 
and  anyone  else  who  wants  to  -  may  comment  un- 
til January  2  on  a  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture  impact  statement  concerning  a  pet- 
ition to  change  the  pricing  of  reconstituted 
milk  under  all  Federal  milk  marketing  orders. 

P.  R.  Smith,  U.  S.  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture Assistant  Secretary  for  Marketing  and 
Transportation,  said  the  petition  -  submitted 
by  the  Community  Nutrition  Institute,  a  pro- 
cessor and  3  individual  consumers  -  asks  for  a 
public  hearing  to  consider  removing  commer- 
cially reconstituted  milk  from  the  Class  I 
pricing  provisions  of  milk  orders. 

Reconstituted  milk  can  be  made  by  com- 
bining nonfat  dry  milk  and  butterfat  with 
water.   Currently,  all  milk  products  used  for 
fluid  milk  consumption  are  priced  at  the  Class 
I  level,  the  highest  price  class  under  Federal 
milk  orders. 

Smith  said  that,  in  response  to  the  pet- 
ition, USDA  had  asked  for  public  comments  on 
whether  a  hearing  should  be  held.   At  the  same 
time,  Smith  initiated  a  study  to  determine  the 
potential  impact  of  the  proposal  on  dairy 
farmers,  consumers  and  milk  handlers.   He  said 
the  preliminary  impact  study  does  not  recommend 
whether  a  hearing  should  be  held. 

Through  this  current  comment  procedure, 
the  public  will  have  an  opportunity  to  eval- 
uate the  impact  statement  and  to  provide  USDA 
with  comments  within  45  days  on  the  analysis. 
Also,  the  public  is  invited  to  submit  any 
additional  proposals  that  might  be  appropriate, 
considering  the  possible  economic  impacts  of 
the  proposal.   (Continued  on  page  7).

SOUTHEASTERN  FLORIDA 

Receipts  of  producer  milk  at 
pool  plants  regulated  under  Federal 
Order  No.  13  totaled  58.9  million 
pounds  of  milk  during  October  1980. 
Compared  to  the  previous  month,  re- 
ceipts of  producer  milk  were  up  3.9 
million  pounds  and  4.6  million 
pounds  below  October  1979. 

In  the  October  equalization 
pool,  54.9  million  pounds  of  milk 
was  classified  as  Class  I.   Class  I 
producer  milk  was  up  2.5  million 
pounds  from  last  month,  and  was  4.8 
million  pounds  below  October  1979. 
Class  I  milk  was  93.15%  of  the  total 
during  October  compared  to  95.13% 
the  previous  month  and  93.92%  during 
October  of  the  previous  year. 

The  uniform  price  to  producers 
under  Order  No.  13  for  October  milk 
was  $14.85  per  cwt.   The  uniform 
price  was  up  9  cents  from  September 
and  was  78  cents  above  October  1979. 

PRODUCER  SUMMARY 

Under  the   three  Florida  milk 
orders,   445  producers  delivered 
168.1  million  pounds   of  milk  to 
pool   plants.      This   compared  to  434 
producers   and   153.7  million  pounds 
during  the   previous  month   and  434 
producers   and   163.9   million  pounds 
during  October  1979.      Producer  milk 
deliveries   in  October  were  up  9.4% 
from  September  and  were   2.6%   above 
October  of    last   year. 

The  average  milk  delivery   per 
producer  was   12,335   pounds   per  day 
for  all   producers   delivering  to 
plants   under  Federal  Orders   6,    12, 
and   13.      The  average   daily   delivery 
per  producer  was   8,861   pounds   under 
Order  No.    6,    10,423   pounds   under 
Order  No.    12,    and  27,937  pounds 
under  Order  No.    13.

PRICES  RECEIVED  INDEX  UP  1  POINT 
PRICES  PAID  INDEX  UP  2  POINTS 


The  October  Index  of  Prices  Received  by  Farmers  increased 
1  point  (.4  percent)  to  262  percent  of  its  January- December  1967 
average,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.   Contributing  most 
to  the  increase  since  September  were  higher  prices  for  milk,  hogs, 
oranges,  wheat,  soybeans  and  grapefruit.   Lower  prices  for  cotton, 
potatoes,  apples,  eggs,  lettuce  and  tobacco  were  partially  off- 
setting.  The  Index  was  26  points  (11  percent)  above  a  year  ago. 

The  Index  of  Prices  Paid  by  Farmers  for  Commodities  and  Ser- 
vices, Interest,  Taxes  and  Wage  Rates  for  October  15  was  288,  up  2 
points  (.7  percent)  from  mid-September.   Higher  prices  for  replace- 
ment livestock,  feed,  and  family  living  items  were  the  major  con- 
tributors to  the  increase.   The  Index  for  October  was  31  points 
(12  percent)  higher  than  a  year  earlier. 

The  Ratio  of  the  Index  of  Prices  Received  to  the  Index  of 
Prices  Paid,  Including  Interest,  Taxes,  and  Farm  Wage  Rates  was  91 
for  the  month  of  October  1980.   The  ratio  was  unchanged  from  the 
previous  month  and  down  1  point  from  the  same  period  a  year  ago.

Dairy    Situation* 


Milk  production  this  fall  will  be  about 
2  percent  above  a  year  ago,  primarily  due  to 
the  expanded  dairy  herd.   Thus,  total  1980 
output  will  be  the  largest  on  record,  topping 
the  previous  high  of  127  billion  pounds  in 
1964,  and  3  percent  more  than  in  1979.   More 
favorable  demand  conditions  -a  strengthening 
general  economy  and  higher  meat  prices  -could 
increase  commercial  use  of  dairy  products. 
However,  a  large  supply  of  milk  for  manufac- 
turing purposes,  large  USDA  stocks  and  the 
Commodity  Credit  Corporation  (CCC)  105-percent 
sellback  policy  will  limit  potential  price 
advances.   In  late  September,  wholesale  butter 
and  cheese  prices  were  near  the  higher  support 
purchase  levels,  in  anticipation  of  higher  CCC 
prices  effective  October  1.   Farm  milk  prices 
and  retail  dairy  product  prices  will  tend  to 
follow  these  increases  in  coming  months. 

July-August  milk  production  was  3.2  per- 
cent greater  than  a  year  ago.   The  U.S.  dairy 
herd  continued  to  expand  this  summer;  cow 
numbers  in  August  were  the  largest  since  March 
1978  and  1  percent  more  than  last  year.   Out- 
put per  cow  during  July-August  was  up  2.2  per- 
cent, compared  with  an  average  gain  of  3.3 
percent  the  previous  12  months.   This  slowing 
was  due  to  a  decline  in  milk-feed  price  rela- 
tionships and  the  strong  productivity  gains 
made  a  year  ago.
